A vote was taken on the resolution 
to give him the seat held by Richard 
son, 124 voting in favor of the resolu 
tion, 114 against.

Democrats 
began a noted filibuster, and the For 
ty-seventh congress decided by oper 
ation of law without a quorum being 
present. 
Friday a filibuster followed about 
similar lines, Mr. Williams resorting 
to the well known parliametrary tao 
tics to encompass the defeat of the 
measure. There were numberless roll 
calls and still more divisions demand 
ed and taken, but the bill was finally 
passed.
